Editorial Column, 


THE CHANGE IN THE HOSPITAL. 


The board of supervisors—tor rather the democratic 
majority— in accordance with the plan mapped out at their 
last meeting, pushed through their program to make a 
change in the management of the county hospital by turning 
the republican incumbent out, and placing a democrat in his 
place. In one particular the program slipped a cog. It was 
arranged if possible to have Fred Lemoin resign. He was 
informed quietly and unofficially that he had better hand in 
his resignation before the April meeting. Had he complied 
with this kindly intimation that his place was wanted for 
another, it would have smoothed the democratic path con­ 
siderably. It would have lifted a burden from democratic 
shoulders, relieving them from the respousibility of ousting 
a tried and thoroughly efficient manager of the hospital. This 
is a very difficult position to fill. Few men combine in them­ 
selves all the essential qualifications of superintendent of a 
county hospital, But Mr Lemoin has demostrated by an ex­ 
perience of five or six years that he possesses these qualities 
to an eminent degree, so that his administration has been 
commendable both from the viewpoint of the taxpayers and 
indigent inmates. So satisfactory has been his management, 
that the democratic members realized that to agitate his re­ 
moval for party reasons—and no other reasons could be 
given —would be tantamount to playing with dynamite. But 
the democratic hunger for office was stronger than the popu­ 
lar voice to let well enough alone. Mr Lemoin refused to re­ 
sign to accomodate the exigencies of Amador democracy. 
He was prepared to meet any complaints in regard to his 
management, if any were made, but he firmly declined to 
lift any responsibility from the ¡democratic shoulders by a 
volunteer resignation. 
, This forced the democratic hand. Knowing full well that 
they would be butting up against public opinion, they con­ 
cluded to do it anyhow, regardless of consequences. So 
supervisor Burke, just about the noon hour, moved the 
adoption of a resolution to the effect that the office of superin­ 
tendent be declared vacant. This was carried by a vote of 
three to two, John Strohm siding with the lone republican, 
Grillo, in opposition. Then supervisor Bagley moved that 
D. Burke be appointed superintendent. From the minutes 
it would seem that no other candidate was nominated. Why 
the ousted republican incumbent, or some other representa­ 
tive of that party, was uot placed in nomination we do not 
know. It seems to have been one ot those lamentable over­ 
sights which have characterized the republican side of late 
years to the weakening of the party organization. If the re­ 
publican superintendent had faithfully and honestly dis­ 
charged the duties of his trust— and there is no difference of 
opinion on that point—he was entitled from every public- 
and party consideration to receive the complimentary vote of 
his party. Such courtesies help to keep the party spirit in 
full strength, and should always be extended. 
The change of superintendent was solely a partisan 
matter. Those who were instrumental in bringing about 
the result admit this. They don’t know whether the chauge 
will be a decided backward step from the -standpoint of the 
public welfare or not. There is no claim that it will be an 
improvement upon the outgoing management. The utmost 
they cau hope for is that it will be as good. So that the 
chances taken for this small office from a democratic stand­ 
point are desperate indeed. But the small cabal who assume 
dictatorial authority in local democratic ranks demanded 
this action, and the supervisors simply bowed in submission 
to the decree. The one thing that republicans should learn 
by this experience is to stand up for party under all circum­ 
stances. W e do not blame democrats for securing for their 
party friends whatever patronage belongs to them as the 
controliug power. If they make changes for the worse they 
must take the consequences from an outraged community. 
But we trust from now on there will be no more of the weak- 
kneed, accommodating spirit, all “for the sake of good fellow­ 
ship, you kuow,” in keeping democrats in office, and putting 
adherents of that party on the republican ticket which has 
been in [the past a fruitful source of sapping republican 
strength in local affairs. Let us take a leaf from the 
democratic scrap book, and stand shoulder to shoulder 
for our own people, and nominate only those who will agree 
to abide by this policy.

Funny Case of Disinterestedness. 
At tbo meetiug of tbe oity trustees 
held last Thursday. W. G. Snyder, 
as counsel iu bebnlf of the oditor of 
tho Ledger, appeared iu relulinu to 
tbe awardug of tbe contract for city 
priintiug to'W. M. Penry jr., ot tbe 
Dispatch. The opposition to tbo dis­ 
posal of tbo contract is based ou that 


'fclty trustee Iron) being un interested 
party, diieotly or indirectly, in any 
contruct with tbe city. It is contend­ 
ed tbat W. M. Penry sen., being a 
trustee, and tbe proprietor of the 
Dispatch, the Dispatch oftice was 
thereby disqualified from 
entering 
iuto any printing contract, however 
much tlie delectable combination at 
the head of tho city government 
might desire that outcome. Win. M, 
Penry, at liio request of the attorney, 
was sworn, and in 
response 
to 
questions propounded testified, that 
ho was the owner ot the Dispatch out- 
lit und business; that the city print­ 
ing, if done under the contruct as 
awarded by the trustees, would he 
doue with tho mtueriui iu the Dis­ 
patch, of which ho was the owuorl 
that he had leased the office aud 
tnatreial to his sou, iu whose name 
the city coutract bad been lakeu; 
tbat he received rout for the use of 
the outfit; that he was also employed 
by his sou, at a tixed salary; but 
tbai nowithatauding tbese facts, he 
did not consider himself interested 
iu the contract; that he would not 
take work at tho prices given if he 
bod bis way; that there was no pro­ 
fit iu the contract anyway; ho ad­ 
mitted that it the Dispatch office 
did uot 8eoure work he could uot be 
paid eithor rent or salary. 
After 
relieving himself of tbese iumiuous 
and remarkably consistent remarks, 
which were drawn out reluctantly, he 
wus permitted to depart from the 
inquisitorial ordeal. 
tinyder con­ 
tended that the fuct that he was an 
interested party was clearly estab­ 
lished troin the testimony given, aud 
therefore the coutract for printing 
was absolutely illegal aud void. 
As 
the city attorney was uot present, 
tbo boaid deferred definite action 
until tho next regular 
meetiug. 
Trustee Kirkwood was the ouiy mem­ 
ber of the board to relievo bimself of 
un opinion, and said tbat inasmuch 
us Penry hud said he was not in­ 
terested, that self-serving declaiutiou 
was sufficient for blur, 
iu other 
words tbe mere expression of opiuitiu 
was tbe ruuiu tiling with him, uud 
uot the array of facts.

An Exchange of Heads. 


A Story of the Fuiure.

It was fifty years ago, in 1908/ flint 
the first experiments In tfnnsplniiting 
organs of the lower imlinnls were 
made and m ade successfully. 
It was 
then announced liy one vlvlsectlonlst 
that lie h.-rtl transplanted dogs’ heads 
with 
preservation 
of cerebral 
an a 
buHnir function. 
During the decode Hint followed this 
discovery the technique Involved in 
transplanting Hie head of one dog to 
the body of nuother was very much 
Improved, and stirglcnl scientists be­ 
gan in covet an opportunity to try tho 
experiment upon men. 
Ilut it was not 
until 1915 th a t Dr. Tliernpeutus'Scnlpei 
succeeded in obtaining (he requisite 
human subjects. 
The courts that had 
Sentenced two murderers to be electro­ 
cuted consented tlmt they should In­ 
stead be decapitated by Dr. Scalpel 
with a v>ew to an exchange of heads. 
The prisoners gladly consented because 
they would have a chance to live -i*'!i in. 
though under a swapped Identity. 
Patrick Flanagan and Gottlieb Shu­ 
man wore the subjects. 
Dr. Scalpel 
before making the experiment spent 
three months in educating an eminent 
vlvlsectlonlst and four young physi­ 
cians to assist him. 
Just before the 
heads were severed the last rights of 
the church wore administered to the 
convicts, after which they were placed 
on operating tables side by side. 
The period of occlusion (shutting oft 
the circulation) w as but twenty min­ 
utes. This brought it within the limit 
of time necessary to prevent coagula­ 
tion. 
During this period each head 
was removed from the body, tran s­ 
planted, 
the 
arteries, 
muscles 
nnd 
nerves suturnted, the point of* cutting 
of the spinal chord being espccialiy 
carefully adjusted. 
Suspended 
animation 
returned 
as 
soon as the anaesthetic began to lose 
its effect, and withiu a few hours Dr. 
Scalpel began to feel that the experi­ 
ment had been successful. 
But it was 
ten weeks before the patients were 
discharged. 
Up to this tim e it hud been supposed 
that the individuality of a person w as 
solely in the brain. The case of Flan­ 
agan nnd Shum an demonstrated that, 
though this is partially correct, it la 
not entirely so. 
Flanagan on the day 
of his discharge headed straight for a 
saloon nnd shouted to the barkeeper, 
“Ye spalpeen, gimme’’—he hesitated 
and instead of calling for a glass of 
whisky finished—“eln glass beer.” Shu- 
tnnu, who followed him into the place, 
succeeded in correctly giving an order 
for whisky, b u t tho barkeeper, being 
Inattentive or thinking he said beer, 
handed him u glass of that beverage, 
whereupon he berated the Teuton.

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LOCAL EDITORIAL COLUMN. 


O U T R A G E O U S 
P A R T ISA N SH IP . 


It is high time for the people of Amador county, regard­ 
less of party politics, to sit up and take notice of the drift of 
the present county administration. 
It is simply infamous, 
the way the board of supervisors are actiug. 
It isn’t even 
decent party government. 
It is shocking from a moral and 
financial point of view. 
By reference to the proceedings of 
the board, it will be seen that the editor of the Ledger lodged 
a protest with the board last Monday, against a certain item 
in a printing claim by the Amador Dispatch, which with a 
bill of the Ledger office was laid over from the previous 
meeting. 
Upon looking up our own claim, we discovered, 
before the meeting of the board, that inadvertently we had 
charged for an item of $4 in our March bill that had been 
presented and paid in January. 
We therefore, voluntarily 
corrected the claim by strikiug out the item in question, and 
reducing the claim in the sum of $4. And the bill as correct­ 
ed was the only thing before the board on the subject. 
But 
seeming, it did not suit the members of the supervisors to 
have matters amicably done in that way. 
And instead of 
allowing the claim as corrected, they disregarded the volun­ 
teer reduction of the amount by the claimant, and treated it 
as though we were making a demand for $20.50 when the 
face of it showed that the claim was merely for $16.50. 
So 
to vent their partisanship or something worse, the minutes 
are made to read that the bill of the Amador Ledger, for 
$20.50, was allowed in the sum of $16.50. 
This is a con­ 
temptible specimen of small mindedness that has not been 
paralleled in the official records for a long time. 
The mana­ 
gers, together with whoever acts as their guiding genius, 
could not be fair and present the simple facts, in any matter 
in which the Ledger is concerned. 
T hey must distort and 
misrepresent, and the motive for such action is too apparent 
to require comment. 
But let us turn to the serious matter 
of the protest against a claim presented by the editor of the 
Ledger, in which every taxpayer in Amador county is in­ 
terested. 
Officials elected to safeguard the finances are ex­ 
pected to watch for every instance of overcharge, and where a 
case is specifically brought to their notice, as in this in­ 
stan ce, the least they could do under their sworn duty, 
would have been to inquire info the facts, and see whether or 
not the claim of graft was well founded. 
Instead of this 
they ignored the matter entirely. 
We are informed by one 
who was present at the time that one of the board members 
endeavored to ridicule the subject, in the presence of the 
grafter himself. 
W e don’t mince this 
matter in the least. 
It is a clear case of graft, and the principle involved is such 
that no county in the state, however wealthy, could afford to 
ignore it. 
But our hide-bound democratic supervisors did 
not even ask for any explanation or investigation whatever. 
T h e bill was cut down, 1.50, on what item we do not know, 
probably on this item cited, as a sort of blind. 
That is a 
sample of financial management under the present delectable 
reign of as unscrupulous a clique as ever administered the 
affairs of Amador county. 
We propose at an early date 
to present this graft affair in such a light that every tax 
payer in Amador county will be able to grasp its import, 
and understand the condition that exists.
